aster— President Sends Message 


to Booker Washington.

gloom has been cast over the entire 
community as the people begin to 
realize the enorm ity of Friday night s 
appalling disaster at Shiloh Baptist 
church. 
Late Saturday night I IO dea l 
had been counted, and 90 of these 
have been identified. 
The injured negroes are being cared 
for by various hospitals and private 
residences. 
The undertaking establishm ents of 
the city, which p repare the bodies of 
negroes for burial, 
have 
been 
un­ 
able to handle the rem ains of the 
victims, and many of th e bodies were 
still scattered over 
the 
floors of 
thor.e places. 
As fast as the bodies 
could be dressed and placed in coffins 
they were 
moved to the homes of 
th eir relatives, and at least 50 funer­ 
als were held yesterday 
The Rev. L. R. Price, of New Or­ 
leans, 
whose nam** appears in the 
list of dead, was most 
w orshipful1 
grand m aster of the grand lodge of 
negro Masons of Louisiana and was 
well known 
throughout the United | 
States. 
He lost his life in un effort! 
to save several women 
who 
were 
being crushed to death b* neath the 
panic stricken crowd in thy church. 
T hree tim es he fought his way Into 
the building and brought out three 
women. 
T h e fourth tim e 
he 
was 
caught in the crush and before he 
could extricate him8**lf 
he died of 
suffocation.
